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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 are allowable. 

4. Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious an apparatus for determining in situ a reflective characteristic of an 
area of a surface of an article being processed, comprising, an optical radiation spreading 
element carried by the machine component between a window forming a portion of a component 
surface and at least one source of optical radiation, said element spreading light from said at least 
one source of optical radiation through the window over an angle of 45 degrees or more, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . 

5. Claims 2-1 5 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 1, or an 
intermediate claim.
